' WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan has no plans to offer pardons 
to former National Security Council 
officials John M. Plndexter or Oliver 
L. North as a way of Inducing them 
to reveal what they know about the 
Iran-Contra affair, a spokesman said 
Monday. 

While While House spokesman 
Larry Speakes said that Reagan 
does not favor pardons, he also said 
the chief executive "always retains 
the right to executive clemency." 

The Issue of a presidential pardon 
for Poindexter and North was raised 
In a meeting that Reagan had with 
Vice President George Bush and 
chief of staff Donald T. Regan last 
week, Speakes sali 
At .that meeting, Reagan an- 
nounced he would call on Congr^ to 
provide limits Immunity for 
Poindexter and North, both of whom 
have refused to tell Investigating 
congressional committees what they 
know about how profits from U.S. 
arms to Iran were diverted to the 
rebels In Nicaragua, or Contras. 

Both Poindexter and North cited 
their Fifth Amendment rights- 

_jgainst.S€lLincriminatlon. 

Poindexter, ' a Navy vice admiral, 
resigned as Reagan’s national secu- 
rity adviser last month after the 
money-funnellng * 'scheme vras 
disclosed by Attorney Genera) Ed- 
win Meese in. North, a Marine 
lieutenant colonel and allegedly' the 


chief architect of the ' Iran-Contra 
plan, was fired from hfs position os i 
National Security Council staff dep;

Discussing Reagan’s meeUng with 
Bush and Regan, Speakes ‘said tb« 
chief of staff outlined options offered 
by the staff on a number of ways to- - 
obtain testimony from North and 
Poindexter, Including the.use Of.Uai 
munlty and, possibly, executive 
clemency. — 

"The staff was not in favor of r 
pardon, and the matter was pres* 
ented to the president, and the 
president said no, be was not In 
favor of a pardon. So the president 
has no plans for a pardon for North 
and Poindexter," Speakes said.

TWIN FALLS - The city of Twin 
Falls could collect as much 'as $4 
million in damages against a com- 
pany that supplied equipment to Us 
once-troubled wastewater-treat- 
ment plant, as a result of^a Dec. IS 
ruling from the 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals In Sen Francisco. 

— The~)udgmcnrrrom~the-case“Is' 
already one of the largest In the 
state. 

The ruling not only upheld the S1.2 
million judgment against' the Eh- 
vlrotech Corp. of California that the 
city received from a federal jury, 
but allows the city to collect more 
damages, said Twin Falls attorney 
John Hepworth, who represents the 
city. 

Hepworth received a copy of the 
ruling Monday. 


The Circuit Court remanded the 
case back to the lower court to hear 
evidence on damages that resulted . 
from the equipment the city pur- 
chased from Envirotech, Hepworth 
said. Such "consequential damages" 
Include more than Si million the city 
spent hauling sludge, he said. 

The ruling' also allows the awar- 
ding of attorney fees — amounting 
.Io^bouLS275.00Q-=i:and.collecUQnj)L 
witness fees and costs of depositions 
— amounting to S170,610 and 335,000. 
respectively. 

AltogeUier, 'the city might be en- 
titled to a total of S4 million. Hep- 
worth said. . 

The city will also petition the Cir- 
cuit Court to rehear two Issues in 
which the court sided with En- 
virotech. One of the Issues Is 
punitive damages, which could 
result In more damages if the city Is

SHANGHAI, China — The students 
demonstrating In Shanghai arc 
strongly pro-West, worried about 
future jobs and pressing for a range 
of economic and polllTcal reforms 
. under the banner of democracy. 

"There are many students here 
who ore afraid,” said one of many 
students Interviewed in People’s 
Squore and elsewhere during the 
demonstrations, which began Fri- 
day. "Thot Is why they come as 
spectators and don't directly par- 
ticipate. There are plainclothes 
pollceeverywhere.” 

He and_qthers_soid the students 
were' coheerh^ about what kind of 
jobs they might be given after grad- 
uation If they were regarded os 
agitators. The government bos the 
ultimate say about where people 
• work and live, and a bad assignment 
can mean a lifetime of hardship. 

Many of the deroonstators were 
first- and second-year students who 
are not Immediately facing a job 
...assignment. Students sold there also 
were several children of hi^-rank- 
ing cadres who could be protected If 
they get in trouble. ' 

' Some students said tbey felt they 
had done as- much os they can that, 
was safe and positive. 

On Monday, ofUclals banned non- 


authorized gatncrlngs In Shanghai 
and Issued stem warnings to student 
demonstrators whose massive mar- 
ches for a more democratic society 
waned. 

Hundreds of students gathered 
again in People's Square and thou- 
sands of onlookers tnronged the ci- 
ty's main shopping area, but the 
huge crowds ano emotional outpour- 
ing of the three previous days was 
mostly gone. 

Early Tuesday, the People's 
Square and other demonstration 
sites were quiet. 

' Shanghai authorities, thrbugh pos- 
ters on streets and campuses and 
loudspeakers at the square, warned 
on. Monday., that further public 
disruptions would not be tolerated 
and that police 'approval would be 
needed for future gatherings. 

The demonstrators voiced a deep 
Commitment' to democrocy but 
showed some confusion about what 
Uieconpeptmeanl. 

"Democracy is whatever benefits 
the people,” said one third-year 
engineering student. Better housing, 
lower prices .and higher salaries 
were examples of democracy, he 
said. . . . 

"The job Issue Is also related to 
democracy ' and • freedom," said 
another. "These students are willing 
to Mcrlfice themselves to push for

Sakharov back in Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP) - Dissident An- 
drei Sakharov returned Tuesday to 
Moscow from Internal exile and Im- 
mediately criticized Soviet policies 
In Afghanistan, speaking out on the 
same Issue for which he was'banlsh- 
cd nearly seven years ago. 

The 65-year-oId pnysiclst and 
Nobel Peace Prize winner said he 
would work on the Soviet Union’s 


space program, but did not 
elaborate. . 


Afghanistan Is "the most painful 
part of our.foreign policy," Sakharov 
told foreign reporters who crowded 


-around him after his train pulled in- 
to the capital’s Yaroslavsky station 
ataboutTa.m. 

Sakharov smiled to reporters and 
said, 'Tm very excited” to be back 
In Moscow. 

His wife and fellow activist, 
Yelena Bonner, 63, sat quietly to one 
side with a few Soviet friends who 
had come to greet the couple 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
told Sakharov In a telephone call last 
week that he would be allowed to 
return to Moscow from Internal exile 
In ^ky. 


The officials, declining to be nam- 
ed publicly, also reiterated asser- 
tions that the United States Is not 
using the talks, the only known one- 
on-one contact between the two 
countries,' to make overtures toward 
Improving relations with Tehran. 

"This Is an Isolated negotiation 
that Is being kept that way by both 
sides," said an official who discussed 
the claims discussions on condition 
of anonymity.

Monday, with few lawmakers in 
town for the Christmas week holi- 
day.

Hepworth said the Circuit Court, 
had only made a "guess" about how 
the Idaho Supreme Court would rule 
on the Issue. As a result, the city will 
petition the Circuit Court to recon- 
sider or give the question to the 
Idaho Supreme Court to decide.

The street to the American Con- 
sulate was barricaded by police 
after demonstrators sought to 
march there to make their demands 
known to the world. 

Although the students' reasons for 
taking to the streets were varied, 
the series of student protests In sev-.. 
eral other Chinese cities this month 
was certainly a factor.

“We believe in God, the eternal father, 
and In his son, Jesus Christ, and In the Holy 
Ghost." 

This simple statementof belief Is the first 
— and perhaps foremost — of 13 basic prin- 
ciples known as the Articles of Faith of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Latter-day Saints (known informally by 
the nickname Mormons) are Indeed Chris- 
tians. We accept Jesus Christ as the literal 
. son of God. We also consider him to be the 
. creator of the universe, our mediator with 
the father, our redeemer and savior, and as 
the great exemplar — the Ugh t of the world. 

To accept Christ as the son of God, we 
must first believe in God the father. Lat- 
ter-day Saints' testify that the father is a 
personal being In whose Image man is 
created. 

That Christ is the son of God is demon- 
strated by his own testimony, by the works 
he did and by the testimony of the prophets. 
Latter-day Saints look both to the Bible and 
to the Book of Mormon (subtitled Another 
Witness of Jesus Christ) as the scrlptual 
foundation for their belief in the divine son- 
ship of Jesus Christ. 

Under the direction of God the father, 
Christ was and Is the creator of this earth, 
of all things that are in it, and also of other 
worlds without number. Christ's role in the 
creation of the universe is little understood 
In the world today, despite Its explanation in 
the Bible.

John said Christ “was In the beginning 
with God." To this truth he added, speaking 
of Christ : "All things were made by him ; 
and without him was not anything made 
that was made.” (John 1:1-3) 

That "all things" include this world and 
other worlds is evident from another Bible 
passage: “God, who at sundry times and In 
diverse manners spake In time past unto the 
fathers by his prophets, hath in these last 


days spoken unto us by his son, who he hath 
appointed heir of all things, by whom also he 
made the worlds. (Hebrews 1:1-2) 

Christ Is our mediator. He Is our advocate, 
our intercessor with the father. Christ seeks 
to turn us from our wayward state and to br- 
ing us into agreement with the father. 
Without this intercession on our behalf, our 
weakness would ultimately alienate us from 
the father. As Paul explalns, "There Is. . 

.one mediator between God and men. the . 
man Christ Jesus; who gave himself a ran- 
som for all." (1st Timothy 2:3-6) 

Christ is our redeemer and our savfbr. Ex- 
cept (or him, there would be no salvation 
and no redemption from sin. The gospel plan 
Is the path by which all people may come un- 
to Christ and find salvation. Lehl, a Book of 
Mormon prophet living 600 years before the 
birth of Christ, gave us a broad outline of the 
purpose of this plan when he stated: "Adam 
fell that men might be; and men arc, that 
they may have joy. And the Messiah cometh 
In the fullness of time, that he may redeem 
the children of men from the fall." (2nd 
Nephi 2:25-26) 

Lfght of the world. "I am the light of the 
world: he that followelh me shall not walk In 
darkness, but shall have the light of life.” 
(Johne:I2) 

“Behold, I am the law, and the light. Look 
unto me, and endure to the end, and ye shall 
live; for unto him that endureth to the end 
will I glveetemal life." (3rd Nephi 15:9) 


Christ Is the great exemplar. Part of his 
mortal mission was to set an example for us 
to follow. We look to thaf example for In- 
struction and comfort as we stniggle to 
overcome the challenges and temptations of 
everyday life. For we know that Christ was 
Capable of sin and yet sinned not. As our own 
path through life grows dark with error and 
discouragement, we look to Christ for light. 
He Is the light of the world. 

God has always followed a simple pattern 
to reveal the truth to his children. He 
chooses righteous men and reveals the truth 
to ihem. He then commands these witnesses 
to Uach others, and he gives them authority 
to a\:t In his name. When people hear the 
teacnings of these men, and when they read 
the scriptures they write, the Holy Ghost 
helps them to know that they teach the 
truth. 

God has followed this pattern in our day by 
choosing Joseph Smith to teach the truth of 
the gospel plan. In 1820, young Joseph prayed 
to know which church he should join. In 
answer to his prayer, God the father and his 
son, Jesus Christ, appeared to Joseph.

The die-hard Marine officer is struggling, 
lips moving like a slow student In a language 
class, to pronounce the foreign phrases he 
deciphers from his reading: "Sensitive 
dialogue. . .sensual communication." 

L When Eastwood meets up with hlsex-wife, 

|| he awkwardly sputters these phrases in her 
L direction. "Tell me something.” he 
)’ says,“did wc mutually nurture each other? 
y Did we communicate in a meaningful way in 
our relationship?” 

Hello? Has Ciint Eastwood become the 
new sensitive man? Are wc about to see a 
series of movies about Caring Harry? 

Not to worry. By the end of this generally 
appalling film, he has grunted throu^ the 
Rolodex of obscenities, whupped the raw

A Clint Eastwood character who wondered 
what went wrong was once about as likely as 
a Woody Allen character who felt sexually 
secure. Not anymore. 

The reigning male Image of the 1980s may 
not be Alan Alda. The "sensitive man” may 
have wilted under the word "wimp." But we 
haven't reverted all the way back to Conan 
the Barbarian. The image Is now someone 
between Alda and Conan. 

— ItisGilnl-Eastwoodrcomlnglnfromthe — 
dark ages, to begin "wondering.” And on the 
other side It is Bruce Springsteen, coming In 
from the '70s, to pump iron. 

Ten years ago, Springsteen had the tor- 
tured look and triceps of Bob Dylan. Now 
this massively popular singer looks the way 
he sounds: strong. His new record is filled 
with a muscular sensitivity. The rock and 


roll carries enormous physical energy and 
yet the lyrics speak for men who were Inar- 
ticulate a generation ago. 

As Ralph Whitehead Jr., the University of 
Massachusettsprofcssorwhocoincdlhc 
phrase “new collar voter,” put it in our con- 
versation f “Think of the characters played 
by Marlon Brando or James Dean. Thirty 
years later those characters speak in Spr- 
ingsteen’s songs." 

What these stars suggest is something 
that men are trying to work out In their own 
lives: a way to combine strength and sensi- 
tivity, action and Introspection. A way to be 
strong and no longer silent. 

It Is no coincidence that the prime-time 
TV drama that draws the the highest share 
of male audience features Frank Furlilo of 
“Hill Street Blues." Furillo Is a man who 
knows and says what he’s feeling and also 
acts decisively. It’s a combination that men 
-(an d women )odmlre butifear(hey.gan'tPUlb 
orr 

As Whitehead describes It, “Men are try- 
ing to combine sensitivity and strength in .. 
precisely the way women ore trying to com- 
bine work and family.” It is the mole varia- 
tion on having It all; a massive rewiring of 
men's inner lives that parallels the restruc- 
turing of women's outer lives.' 

This change may not come In a neat. 


precise, linear way. The nostalgia fora 
"simpler era" heightens the popularity of 
cartoon figures of masculinity like Rambo. 
Nothing wins male ratings like the Super 
Bowl; all action, no dialogue. Indeed, much 
of the impetus for this change comes In 
response to women. 

Clint Eastwood's own dim "wondering,” 
for example. Is Inspired by the loss of his 
wife. "Heartbreak Ridge" touches. If only 
lightly, this dichotomy: The hero must be 
tough enough to succeed In war, yet sen- 
sitive enough to keep peace at home. 
Eastwood's Marine is hardly the first, and 
surely not the last, man to experience this 
conflict In public and private expectations. 

By the end of the movie, the star wins 
both the battle and the woman. Are we to 
believe that the prizes go to the warriors, 
that the old ways work? I don’t think so, The 
-pjyot^mpm.enl camemuch earllerwhcnsbe- 
watched Ihis fighting-man wrestle with new 
words and emotions. His ex-wlfe looked at 
Eastwood as many women have looked at 
changing men - surprised, even suspicious, 
but for the first time hopeful — and said, 

"You really are trying to understand."

LOS ANGELES - A knot of four 
scuzzy-looklng men hanging out in a 
■ downtown Los Angeles alley drew 
. Forrest Melton's Immediate atten- 
tion. 

"They were waving around these 
Uzl-type machine guns and a bunch 
of handguns," recalled Melton, 
regional sales manager for a travel 
agency. 

• "I thought they were going to rob 
somebody, or maybe knock over the 
store next door." 

Frightened and concerned, Melton 
rush^ back to his nearby office and 
telephoned the police. 

The response was reassuring. 

"In about three minutes there 
were about five cop cars surrounding 
these guys,” Melton said. "I waited 
a couple of minutes and then walked 
over there. 

"Tbe cops were laughing with 
these guys who had the guns.” 

Melton paused, shocked even by 
hls- memory of police-officers 
laughing it up with a bunch of hoods 
brandl^lng^ns. 

Then, still sounding surprised sev- 
_ eral-weeks afte r the incident, he ad- 
ded, “they were squirt guns.” 

Those water guns that Melton 
mistook for the real things represent 
a new generation of fast-selling 
toys: realistic simulated weapons. 
"They are the among the hottest toy 


categories on the Christmas market, 
along with armies of plastic action 
figures that come complete with 
military histories and job descrip- 
tions,” said Rick Anguilla, editor of 
Toy and Hobby World, a national 
magazine that publishes toy trade 
news. 

Toy guns have fooled people who 
know a lot more than Melton about 
weaponry. 

In Southern California, four years 
ago, a City of Stanton, policeman 
shot to death a 5-year-oId boy when 
the child pointed a toy revolver at 
him In a poorly lighted room. 

Massed Ayoob, the Boston-bora 
director of the Lethal Force In- 
stitute in Concord, N.H., told of a 
New York cop who describe how 
four children nearly were shot by 
police after pointing toy guns at the 
officers, and of a Las Vegas 
policeman who held hls service 
revolver to the head of a driver until 
he realized the gun on the floor of 
the man's car was a replica. 

.Ayoob, whose Institute trains, 
police and others In survival and the 
use of lethal force, said In a tele- 
phone .Interview that one of hls 
daughters owned a .22-caIlber rifle 
at tbe age of 6, won her first 
marksmanship medal a year later, 
and by the age of 8 had a .22-callber i 
B^tta automatic pistol. I

killing each other,” he said.

Some experts say the proliferation 
of toys promoting violence will leave 
its marK on today’s youth, creating 
violent children who are likely to 
become violent adults. Others say 
not to worry. 

One man who does think play is 
what it’s air about Is Don 
Klngsborough, chief executive of- 
ficer of Worlds of Wonder, the Fre- 
mont toy company that makes 
Lazer Tag, a game consisting of 
plslol-shapcd infra red projectors 
(called "StarLytes” by the manu- 
facturer) and targets. In Us first 
year of production, Lazer Tag 
already is the company’s best selling 
toy. Us wholesale receipts stand be- 
tween $75 million and $100 million, 
Klngsborough said.

Bodybuilding regimen 
fades Hodge’s scars

BURLEY -r I^espite the scars 
from o near fatal stabbing only 
’eight months ago, Burley 

b^ybuUder Milch Hodge, 23, 
placed first in toe light 

heavyweight division of the Nor- 
thwestern Natural Champion- 
ships recently in. Portland, 

Oregon. 

Although he started lifting 
weights in sixth grade, Hodge 
says he didn’t really get serious 
altout bodybuilding until after toe 
stabbing Incident last March. 
Knife wounds perforated his 

stomach in two places and his left . 
bicep was slashed when he was 
attacked by four other youths In 
a bar fight. 

Hodge spent 18 hours in Inten- 
sive care and decided to change 
his "partying" lifestyle during his 
recovery. “It made me take a 
look at how my life was, and I was 
hiding behind booze," he says. 

"I was kind of trying to get into 
weights before toe stabblijig. I’d 
work out, but then I’d go on a 
party spree and loose everything 
I’d gained." 

He stopped drinking alcohol and 
— began — devoting— his — time— lo- 
—bodybulldlng and helping others. 
Interested m wewght- training. - 
Although he still works part-time 
on construction Jobs, he spends 
most of his time either training 
or designing conditioning pro- 
grams for members of toe Burley 
Racqueteers Health Club. 

The long scar on his abdomen 
and another on his arm makes 
Hodge train harder to beat the 
competition. He (eels that Judges 
won’t hold the scars against him 
unless toe contest Is realy close, 
"so I have to be that much bet- 
ter," he says.

"Weight training gives toe 
average person a sense of well be- 
ing," he says. In addition to a 
weight loss program, lifting 
weights can bring out toe shape . 
and muscle tone in anyone’s body, 
he adds. 

At 5 feet, 10 inches and about 
200 pounds, Hodge entered and 
placed second at bodybuilding 
compellUons last summer in On- 
tario, Ore., and Billings, Mont. In 
addition to second-place trophy, 
he received the "best legs" 
award at the Ontario competi- 
tion. 

The Nortoweslem Natural 
Championship was different from 
most major bodybuilding com- 
petitions, Hodge says, because 
none of toe 130 participants were 
allowed to take anabolic steroids. 
Steroids are hormone-based drugs 
which can increase bulk and 
strength, but also ^an cause 
damage Id toe liver and 'othcr 
body organs. 

All athletes underwent drug 
testing to maintain that their 
— bodles-were-free-from-sterolda— 
during toe Portland competition, 
Hodge-says. He-took home toe 
trophy out of a division of 30 con- 
testants. 

Hodge says he has never taken 
sterold^s because he believes the 
health risks are not worth the 
possible advantages. 

"Most bodybuilders do take 
them. It’s a personal choice and I 
choose not to," he says. 

According to Hodge, amateur 
bodybuilders In general are mov- 
ing away from steroids. Drug 
tests to' check steroid levels will' 
be taken at the next World 
Bodybuilding Championship In 
Singapore, he says.

Too many holes m 90^ercent Rule to ^risure^^ 


thrw years ago, there were predictions 
that the 90 Percent Rule as adopted by the 
State Board of Education would Ir- 
revocably change high school sports In 
Idaho. 

The rule, which grew out of an education 
reform package proposed by the 
Governor’s Committee on Excellence In" 
Education, stipulated that all students 
'should be In class 90 percent of toe time, 
and toot sanctioned nigh school extracur- 
ricular activities such as sports should not . 

count asexcused absences. 

Although the 90 Percent Rule has 
wrought some changes in the way hi^ 
school sports are scneduled, It should come 



as a surprise to no one that no high school 
senior has been denied a diploma because 
be missed 11 percent of his classes playing 
. football and basketball and running track. 

The excused absence has come to mean 
. pretty much whatltmeantbeforetoeM 
percent Rule went Into effect — that Is, 
anything the school administration 'says It

Some school districts, mostly tbeWger 
ones, are fairly scrupulous about m^Hw<v 
Ing absences for school-related acUvlUes, 's 
but In others extracurricular absences 
aren’t counted at all.

authors of the rule were interested in mak- 
ing sure kids went to class often enou^ to 
makeithelr learning experiences coherent. 
They argued that in many districts, dif- 
ferent scents were excused from class 
every day of toe week for some kind ex- 
trap urricular event. They charged the In- 
dividual districts with toe responsibility of 
making sure school work came first and 
that extracurricular activities were lust 
that — something to be done after school. 

There were severeLproblems with that, 
all of which doomed the 90 Percent Rule to 


become high-sounding rhetoric. Many ad- 
ministrators, particularly at the secondary 
level, view extracurricular activities in 


general and sports In particular as an in- 
tegral part of the learning process, no less 
valid than chemistry and algebra. The se- 
cond was that kids who are Involved in a lot . 
of extracurricular activities tend to be the 
best students; the student body president 
often plays several sports and belongs to 
several school-sanctioned clubs. 

Thirdly, few school board members are 
wUllog to risk the legal and political 
firestorm that would surely follow the 
denial of academic credit to a student who 
had missed too many classes becausebe 
was participating the school-related activ- 
ities. —

Take the case of two New Mexico 
State basketball players arrested to 
Honolulu on ahopllftlng charges dur* 
ing ,a Tbankagivlog holiday tourna- 
ment.

But because the 
rule book prohibits schools from len- 
ding money to athletes, the univer- 
sity first had to obtain an exemption 
from theNCAA,

told it broke NCAA regulations by 
flying players on a charter to the 
funeral of a teammate, Willie Ryles. 
An NCAA source was quoted as say- 
ing; “Transportation to a funeral is 
not one of the permissible expenses

“This sort of thing — like taking 
the team to a funeral — hurts the 
credibility of the whole operation,” 
Memphis State President Thomas 
Carpenter said. 

Iowa Coach Hayden Fry,' a former 
athletic director at North Texas 
State, has been Involved with NCAA 
rules committees. But even that 
didn't help him get a perfect score. 

“It's just incredible how complex 
some of the rules are,” Fry said.

"My interpretation Is that the 
rules' governing the use of tickets by- 
players, for example, grew out of the 
staff rather than the NCAA 

membership, and that a number of 
rules come out that way,” 

Carpenter said. 

Dick Versace, who left Bradley as

Jilted by Jackson, Bucs may pass on Testaverde

TAMPA, Fla. — The Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers own the No. 1 selection 
in the NFL draft for the sixth time 
in 11 years and now must decide if 
they'll stake the franchise's future 
on quarterback Vlnny Testaverde or 
trade his rights to fill other needs. 

"We haven’t sat down and 
discussed who the No. 1 pick is,” 
Coach Leeman Bennett said Mon- 
day. "I think everyone's assuming 
It’s Teslavcrde, and that’s my think- 
ing right now too.”-- 

But whether the Bucs w]]} make 
the Hclsman Trophy-winning 


quarterback from the University of 
Miami the top choice, however, was 
left to open to debate. 

"Obviously there's a chance we 
will take him, and there's a chance 
we would trade him," Bennett said. 
‘■We’ve got two or three options and 
have not finalized our plans." 

If history has taught the Bucs 
anything, it's that having the first 
pick does not produce an Instant 
turnaround. 

Bo Jackson was Tampa Bay's 
choice a year ago after a 2-14 finish, 
but the 1985 Heisman winner re- 
jected a lucrative offer from the 
dub to pursue a career in pro 
baseball as an outfielder with the 


Kansas City Royals. 

On two other occasions, in 1378 and 
1384, the Bucs traded the No. I pick. 
And in 1976 and 1977, the expansion 
club's first two seasons, Tampa Bay 
took Lee Roy Salmon and Ricky Bell, 
respectively. 

"I don’t think any one guy is a 
savior," said Bennett, whose record 
Is 4-28 since replacing John McKay 
after the 1984 season. "I haven't 
seen that happen any place in one 
year." 

Part of the reason Bennett, If be 
remains as coach, might be willing 
to trade the rights to Testaverde is 
the confidence he has In Steve 
Young. 


Young, the former USFL quarter- 
back who siped a six-year contract 
with Tampa Bay In 1985, started 14 
games this season. Bennett descrlb-, 
M him Monday as perhaps the most 
improved player on the team, 
despite the Bucs’ record. 

Tne coach said he'd prefer not to 
open next season with both Young 
and Testaverde on the roster, but 
would not rule out the possibility If 
the team decided to draft 
Testaverde and then could not trade 
Young. 

"Whatever is done will be done on 
the basis of what will help the Bucs 
the most," said Bennett, whose 
status as coach wlii be addressed In 


owner Hugh Culverhouse's "state of 
the Bucs” briefing on Dec. 29. 

In Miami, where he Is preparing 
for.the top-ranked Hurricanes Jan. 2 
Fiesta Bowl date with No. 2 Penn 
State, Testaverde said he would be 
happy to play for any team that 
drafts him. 

"It looks as though Tampa Bay 
has the rights for the No. 1 pick," 
Testaverde said. "That's something 
I'll start to deal with when my play- 
ing days at Miami arc over.”

WASHINGTON - Sports en- 
trepreneur Dick Kazmaier, a former 
Heisman Trophy winner, says the 
rise In football injuries is "a ticking 
time bomb" that could seriously 
harm the sport. 

President of Kazmaier Associates 
Inc. of Concord. Mass., the former 
Princeton star says he has a solu- 
tion: tough enforcement of the rules 
and a plan to pay for lifetime care of 
players whose Injuries leave them 
totally disabled. 

. Kazmaier. said that if disabling in- 
juries aren't reduced, some nigh 
schools will drop football, equipment 
makers will stop manufacturing 
gear and some parents will forbid 
their sons from playing. 


Aside from the already rising wor- 
ries of parents and school officials 
about the Injury problem, the con- 
cern Is insurance, Kazmaier said. 

Premiums for schools and equip- 
ment makers are skyrocketing, and 
some insurance companies are refus- 
ing to write policies for football inju- 
ries. he said. 

Kazmaier said scholastic and col- 
legiate football officials also have to 
resolve other problems, including 
money and educational relevance. 
But It is injuries that could end some 
scholastic football programs. 

"The third clement of concern, 
and it's been suggested this might 
be phrased as a licking time bomb, 
is the injury problem," said Kaz- 
mater, who won the Hclsman Trophy 
in 1951 while playing tailback at 
Princeton and was an All-American

Here are some questions and 
answers about the new requirement: 

Q. Why is fUing a new form neces- 
sary? 

A. Mainly because the new lax 
law lowers . rates, reduces or 
eliminates several deductions and 
significantly raises personal exemp- 
tions.
